We  are  very  happy  about  our  new  little  theatre. 
Happy,  because  we  finally  have  a room  in  which  we 
can  rehearse  and  build  a show  without  scheduling 
around  dinners,  concerts,  speakers,  etc.  Happy,  be- 
cause we  are  treading  upon  our  own  boards,  in  our 
own  room  where  we  can  make  our  own  rules  and 
regulations.  ( Rules  and  regulations,  that  is,  which 
were  created  to  enhance  theatre  and  a theatre  pro- 
gram, rather  than  rules  and  regulations  which  were 
created  to  govern  a room  which  is  intended  primarily 
for  the  purpose  of  eating. ) Happy,  because  we  can 
now  concentrate  totally  upon  doing  the  best  theatre 
which  the  limitations  of  our  little  room  will  allow.

We,  that  is,  the  drama  majors  and  friends 
of  the  department  painted  the  room,  hauled  and 
placed  the  risers,  cut  holes  in  the  walls,  tore  down 
walls,  built  the  stage,  hung  the  battens,  shuttered  the 
windows— created  a theatre  out  of  a classroom  all  by 
ourselves.  We  asked  for  no  professional  assistance 
because  we  wanted  none.  If  this  is  to  be  our  room 
exclusively,  we  wanted  to  touch  every  nail  and  (‘very 
piece  ol  lumber  that  went  into  its  creation  and  so 
we  did. 

We  are  both  happy  about  and  proud  ol  the  room 
not  so  much  for  what  it  has  become— for  we  realize' 
that  it  is  far  from  an  adequate  theatre  but  for  what 
its  existence  has  done  for  us  as  an  organization  and 
as  individuals.

Historic  Move 
Completed 


Breaking  down  the  barriers  of  isolation  and  religious  prejudice  has  been 
a goal  of  educated  men  since  the  days  of  the  protestant  reformation.  In  the 
state  of  Iowa  and  particularly  the  city  of  Dubuque,  these  barriers  and  prejudices 
have  been  steadily  crumbling  for  the  past  ten  years. 

The  Dubuque  Theological  Seminary,  under  the  guidance  and  driving  force 
of  Dean  Calvin  Sclmucker,  has  in  ten  short  years  broken  the  barriers  of  isolation 
and  religious  prejudice  and  advanced  from  the  nineteenth  century  to  the  edge 
of  the  twenty-first. 

Tuesday,  September  9,  1969,  was  one  of  the  most  significant  days  in  the 
history  of  ecumenical  theological  education  at  Dubuque.  At  1 1 :00  a.m.  in  the 
Chapter  Room  of  Aquinas  Institute,  officials  of  the  Dubuque  Theological  Sem- 
inary and  Aquinas  Institute  of  Theology  signed  final  documents  concerning  the 
sharing  of  facilities  bv  the  two  schools. 

The  agreement  was  signed  by  Dr.  William  G.  Chalmers,  president  of  the 
University  of  Dubuque;  Dr.  Paul  Laube,  secretary  of  the  University’s  Board  of 
Directors;  Father  Kevin  O'Rourke,  O.P.,  president  of  Aquinas  Institute  of  Phi- 
losophy and  Theology  and  Father  Richard  K.  Weber,  O.P.,  prior  of  the  Priory 
of  St.  Rose  of  Lima.  Father  Clement  Collins,  O.P.,  prior  provincial  of  the 
Province  of  St.  Albert,  signed  the  agreement  at  a later  date;  he  was  in  Rome 
at  the  time  of  the  formal  signing. 

In  December  of  last  year  officials  of  the  two  schools  paved  the  way  for 
this  historic  milestone  in  theological  education  with  the  signing  of  a contract 
providing  housing  for  male  students  at  Aquinas  Institute,  a sharing  of  classroom 
and  office  space  and  of  the  Aquinas  auditorium. 

The  move  of  the  Dubuque  Theological  Seminary  was  decided  upon  in  the 
spring  of  last  year.  In  May,  then  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
University  of  Dubuque,  Roy  Van  Der  Kamp,  announced  the  plans  of  the  Uni- 
versity property  adjacent  to  Aquinas  Institute  through  the  construction  of  a 
Seminary  Library  complex. 

During  the  summer  months,  Dubuque  Theological  Seminary  moved  to  its 
new  quarters  in  the  west  wing  of  Aquinas  Institute.  On  Sunday,  September  14, 
the  doors  of  the  Institute  and  the  new  home  of  the  Dubuque  Theological  Sem- 
inary were  opened  and  an  estimated  1,000  persons  toured  the  facilities.  Follow- 
ing the  open  house,  an  ecumenical  service  of  thanksgiving  was  held  in  the 
auditorium.  Representatives  of  the  three  Dubuque  seminaries,  Aquinas,  Du- 
buque Theological  and  Wart  burg  participated  in  the  service. 

With  the  move  of  the  Dubuque  Seminary  to  facilities  at  Arininas  Institute, 
many  more  cooperative  programs  between  the  schools  will  be  possible  with  a 
greater  flexibility  in  classes  and  team  teaching.  The  faculties  of  the  two  schools 
will  be  able  to  work  more  closely  together  creating  various  ecumenical  programs 
which  a few  years  ago  would  have  been  impossible.

Injuries  plagued  the  Spartan  Harriers  early  this 
year,  but  there  were  many  points  in  the  favor  of  the 
distance  men.  Experience  and  young  talent  were  the 
strong  points  for  the  Spartan  Cross  Country  team  this 
season  Seniors,  Captain  Terry  Quinn  and  Bill  Gregory, 
were  in  their  final  while  Junior  Dave  Hortsmann  add- 
ed to  the  experience  of  the  team.  Freshmen  Tom  Cum- 
mings, Bill  Dodd,  and  Joe  Darini  added  the  young 
potential  which  should  be  evident  in  the  next  few 
years.  With  one  year  of  experience  and  new  freshman 
runners  the  team  should  prove  stronger  than  ever 
next  year. 


The  team  produced  no  individual  standout  this 
year,  but  there  was  unusual  balance  and  depth  on 
the  1969  Cross  Country  team  as  evident  in  their 
winning  of  the  Rockford  Invitational  for  the  third 
straight  year.  The  runners  place  10th,  11th,  12th, 
22nd,  and  23rd  to  score  68  points  and  take  the  title 
from  a field  of  14  teams. 

The  season’s  dual  record  looked  disappointing 
after  the  first  two  meets  were  forfeited  to  strong  Loras 
and  Platteville  teams  due  to  early  injuries,  but  the 
Harriers  came  back  to  win  the  next  six  meets  and 
make  progress  in  each  meet  and  did  well  in  many 
of  the  invitationals  in  which  it  was  entered.

Coach  Jon  Davison’s  UD  Cagers  finished  the 
1969-70  season  with  what  appeared  to  be  a very 
successful  season.  After  posting  a 21-6  mark  during 
the  1968-69  campaign  the  Spartans  bounced  back 
this  year  with  a 19-5  overall  season. 

Almost  any  team  would  be  content  with  such  a 
record  but  the  five  losses  suffered  by  the  University 
were  all  in  conference  play.  With  an  Iowa  Confer- 
ence record  of  9-5  the  hardwood  pack  finished  third 
behind  Wartburg  and  William  Penn. 

The  Spartans  began  the  season  with  six  straight 
wins  including  the  first  annual  Loras  Classic  held 
at  Senior  High.  Then  the  Cagers  traveled  to  Waver- 
ley  to  do  battle  with  the  Wartburg  Knights  where 
they  suffered  their  first  loss.  But  a determined  squad 
bounced  back  to  win  nine  more  games  in  a row  be- 
fore loosing  a heart-breaker  to  Central  in  overtime. 
Then  with  another  loss  to  William  Penn  on  the 
road  the  Spartans  stood  tied  for  second  place.  How- 
ever, the  weekend  of  February  20th,  brought  a fatal 
upset  to  the  Spartan  crew  and  later  proved  to  be  a 
determining  factor  in  final  conference  standings. 

Leader  of  the  UD  charge  was  senior  Bob  Fin- 
negan from  Hanover,  Indiana.  Bob,  who  had  his 
< number  retired  to  the  trophy  case  in  a ceremony 
February  28th,  set  or  is  co-holder  of  every  offensive 
basketball  record  held  at  the  UD.  Scoring  42  points 


against  Luther  College  broke  the  record  he  set  last 
season  when  he  hit  39  against  Judson,  and  his  192 
free  throws  broke  his  own  season  mark  of  182  set 
last  season. 

Finnegan  also  owns  records  for  points  scored  in 
a season,  668,  set  last  year;  points  scored  in  a 
career,  1758;  field  goals  in  a career,  643;  free  throws 
in  a game,  19  (last  year);  and  shared  field  goals  in 
a game  record  at  17  with  Bill  Burnette. 

But  don’t  think  it  was  a one  man  show.  Fin- 
negan received  assistance  from  several  other  fine 
ball  players.  Senior  Bill  Burnette,  who  is  probably 
the  only  man  to  play  all  three  positions  for  a period 
of  time,  was  instrumental  in  this  year’s  success.  Bill 
was  converted  from  a wing  man  to  a post  man  this 
year  and  adapted  remarkably  well. 

Paul  Kritz  was  a valuable  asset  to  the  team  the 
majority  of  the  season  but  ran  into  some  difficulties 
and  did  not  play  the  last  four  games  of  the  season. 

Floor  general  Jerry  McAleece  was  very  valuable 
on  offensive  and  a tough  defensive  player.  Gary 
Peckham,  probably  the  most  improved  player  from 
last  season,  was  the  leading  rebounder  for  the  Spar- 
tans. Gary  Grimm,  a three  sport  man,  was  a competi- 
tor and  a very  aggressive  ball  player.  John  Koppes, 
Steve  Foley,  Clair  Miller,  Bob  Paris,  Jim  Wall,  and 
Dale  Crafton  added  depth  to  the  Spartan  bench.

A young  squad  with  only  one  senior,  the  Spartans 
went  through  the  season  with  a 7-4  dual  meet  record. 
In  addition,  they  finished  second  in  the  MacMurray 
Invitational  and  fifth  in  a rugged  fourteen  team 
tournament  at  Wheaton. 

Injuries  hurt  the  Spartans  throughout  the  sea- 
son and  Captain  Denny  Struck,  who  was  Conference 
Champ  last  year,  was  out  for  the  season  with  a 
knee  injury7. 

Chuck  Knutsen  suffered  his  first  dual  meet  loss 
in  two  seasons  to  a tough  Upper  Iowa  Wrestler. 

In  tournament  action,  Bill  Whitehead  repeated 
as  MacMurray  champion  and  added  a championship 
at  Wheaton. 

Bud  Knackstedt  wrestled  to  fourth  place  at  Mac- 
Murray, and  got  second  place  at  Wheaton.  Mike 
Reid  was  third  place  at  MacMurray,  and  also  third 


place  at  Wheaton.  Ed  Hendrix  and  Chuck  Knutsen 
won  first  place  positions  at  MacMurray,  while  Mike 
Andrews  and  Jim  Furland  got  second  and  third 
places  respectively.

The  final  dual  was  against  highly 
ranked  Iowa,  which  we  lost  29-8.  The  only  winners 
for  the  Spartans  were  Bill  Whitehead  and  Bud 
Knackstedt,  along  with  a tie  from  Mike  Reid.
